the zo. of this Month, and with the few Forces 
they had remaining retir’d to the Fort of Marfal- 
quivir a litle to the Weft of Oran on the Coaft, 
where ‘tis hop'd they may maintain themfelves with 
the Succours wh:cu coe Court defign to fend thi- 
ther. Lecrets from Andaloufia give an ample Ac- 
count of the Damage done by a Storm of Wind, 
which hcid from the 7th co the 11th Inftant, with 
dreadful Thunder and Lightning ; by which feveral 
Shepherds that were inthe Field with their Flocks 
perifh'd, and a great Number of Trees were torn 
up by the Roots, particularly above 500 Quve-rrees 
belonging to a» Inhabitant of Seville. The Tem- 
peft {pent its chisf Fury along the Coaft, and we 
hear from Cadix tha: feveral Barks with their Mar- 
riners were loft in that Buy, and that divers Houfes 
were ruin’d by the Waves of the Sea; as was alfo 
the outward Wall of a Bulwark «f the 2 Forts call’d 
the Puntals, which defend the Port. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 14. 
Vienna, Beb. 1. Letters from Peterwaradin of 
the 13th of Jansary advife, that by Merchants ar- 
riv'd there from Turkey they bad an Account, that 
the Grand Signior bad caus’d the ufual Signal of 
War to be hung our, that is the Horfe’s Tail and 
the Banner; and that be is making all Preparations 
for War ; but that tue Orctoman Court ftill give out 
they will maintain the Peace with all the Chriftian 
Potenrates. The faii Merchants reported, that 
they faw 3000 Turkith Soldiers near Belgrade, who 
they fuppofe were to relieve fome Garrifons, Sir 
Philip Meadows, the Britith Envoy, bas prefented 
feveral Memorials to the Emperour concerning the 
carrying on of the War in Spain. In one of which 
particularly he reprefents, thac if Prince Eugene of 
Savoy be not fent thither with Imperial Forces , 
as is propos’d by the Court of Great Britain, the 
Sum of 1cooce French Livres given by the Parlia- 
ment for that Service would be withheld. To which 
Anfwer has been return’d him, that the Emperour 
is forry he could not agree co that Propofition, becaufe 
Seing oblig’d to confider the Prince, not only as his 
chief General, but as his chief Minifter, he cannot 
part with him to fuch a Diftance. The Marquis 
de Cortanza Envoy extraordinary of the Duke of 
Savoy having fince his coming hither made preffing 
Tnftances and deliver’d a Memorial, folliciting that 
the Operations of the enfuing Campaign may be 
regulated by this Court in Confert with the other 
Minifters of the Allies, and what is neceffary fur- 
nith'd in Time,has been feconded on this Subje& by 
the Minifters of great Britain and Holland ; and they 
have broyghr it to this, that Conferences are begun, 
-ad our Miniftry have promis’d them tocome to a 


iperdy Refolusion, .Yefterday Prince Bugene. the 


Prince of Salm, Count Guido Staremberg; and fome 
other Imperial Minifters, were a long time in Con- 
f..ence upon the State of Affairs in Spain. :

Vienna, Feb. 4. Several Councils have been held 
at Court, touching the Departure of the Royal 
Bride of King Charles for Barcelona; and though 
the time is not declac’d, ‘tis thought the will begin 
her Journey the fame Day the Emperour fers out 
for Presbourg.

Prince Eugene will be going 
fur the Hague next Month, to confer with the Duke 
of Marlborough and other Generals of the Allies on 
the Operations of the enfuing Campaign: And tho’ 
the reiterated Inftances of the Minifters of great 
Brirain at.d Holland have not yet prevail’d wich this 
Court to make any Alteration in their Refolution of 
fending Count Guido S:aremberg to Catalonia 5 ’tis 
hop’d the refult of the Conferences at the Hague, 
will be the fending Prince Eugene rhither. 

Vienna, Feb. 8. Yefterday arriv’d an Exprefs 
from Hungary, to acquaint his Imperial Majefty, 
that moft of the Deputies of the States of that 
Kingdom will repair to the general Diet to be af- 
fembled the 29 h of this Month at Presbourg; and 
that none but the principal Leaders of the Malecon- 
tents are againft it, the reft being very deGirous the 
Diet fhould meet on the Day me gee and that 
his Imperial Majefty would pleafe to be there in 
Perfon, as he has declar'd. Upon this his Imperial 
Majefty bas given Order for the Troops defign’d to 
cover Presbourg, to draw that Way forthwith ; to 
the End the Deputies may come thither with all 
Safety, and that the Diet may not be difturb’d in 


their Deliberations by the Troops of Prince Ragotski ; 


who on his Part has call’d a Diec to meet at New- 
heufel the fame Day the 29th Inftant. ’Tis confirm’d 
that he has publith’d throvghout the Country rigo- 
rous Prohibitions to all Perfons to obey the Empe- 
rour’s Writs, on Pain of Death if taken going to 
Presbourg. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 21. 

Amfterdam, Feb. 21. they write from Vicnna; 
that the Republick of Venice have inform’d the 
Imperial Court by their Ambaffador, that the Turks 
are preparing for War by Sea and Land, but keep 
their Defign fecret. *Tis alfo advis'd, that the faid 
Republick have by Letters from Conftantinople of 
the 4th of December laft, been warn’d to be upon 
their Guard; becaufe thofe Preparations of War 
are very probably intended againft the Morea. 

Letters from Milan confirm what is faid of the 
Preparations made at Conftantinople; ard add, 
that fome Veffels of Barbary paffing near fome ma-
